PEACEFUL STATUS 


Revolution Is At An 
v End After The , 
Conflicts 


Members of the Junior Chamber 
of Commerce canning plant com 
mittee have returned from their 
visit of inspection yesterday to 
the plant at College Grove, Tenn., 
enthusiastic over the proposal to 
establish a plant here. The trip 
was arranged by C. J. Hayden, 
Louisville and Nashville hortlcul 
tural 
agent, 
who 
accompanied 
the committeemen and J. C. Ford, 
Morgan County farm agent, on the 
trip. The committee is composed 
of S. L. Morrow, A. L. Moye and 
Marion Chandler. 
The College Grove problem was 
believed to be somewhat similar 
to the one here, so that point was 
selected for the inspection. The 
plant there 
was 
established by 
T. L. C. Hardison four years ago. 
Mr. Hardison having had no pre­ 
vious experience. He has been op 
arating for the seasons of 1924, 
1925 and 1928, all of these sea­ 
sons being very successful. 
During his first year Mr. Hardi­ 
son paid fanners of that immedi­ 
ate section $10,000 for produce, 
having 100 acres under contract, 
or at the rate of $100 an acre for 
tomatoes. Ho paid labor $9,000, 
giving a total of $19,000 saved to 
the community. 
The plant has grown to such an 
extent that it now is about three 
times as large as it was at the be­ 
ginning. 
Mr. Hardison declared that aft­ 
er the first year he had never so­ 
licited contracts 
from 
farmers, 
the oppotunity for good returns 
being so obvious 
that 
farmers 
since the initial season, have af- 
fered him a great deal more acre 
age than he could use. 
The 100 acres he had under con­ 
tract the first year produced about 
six tons of tomatoes to, the acre 
without fertilization. It was be­ 
lieved that each farmer netted, in 
addition t« "good f»V for hi* dwp 
labor, not less than $20 profit for 
every acre, 'fhe iaterkge wás $100 
per acre, but several of the farm­ 
ers undor.contract received aa high 
as $250 ft»* |ho tomatoes produced 
on one

Mr. Hardison revealed that can­ 
ned products, after having been 
prepared for market, are regarded 
as gilt edge security loans are 
easily made when the products are 
placed in a bonded warehouse. 
The Tennessee plant furnishes 
employment to from 75' to 150 
persons during the season, wages 
averaging from $1.50 per day for 
common labor to $3.00 per day 
for the more skilled labor.

RELIGION NO BAR TO RACE FOR 
PRESIDENT. BOARD SAYS. 
Probably the most significant declaration made 
yet as the approaching presidential 
campaign 
shapes itself, is the statement accredited to>the 
board of temperance, 
prohibition 
and 
public 
morals of the Methodist church virtually remov­ 
ing religion as a handicap in the race for the 
Whit© House. 
The portion of the board’s statement contain­ 
ing this unusual declaration, is quoted in the 
press as follows: 
This is the hour for “feelers” and “bids” 
In the matter of the democratic presidential 
nomination. The friends of Governor Smith 
have advanced their candidate for public in­ 
spection and must surely by this time know 
what the “reaction” of the country is. 
Governor Smith cannot be elected, 
the 
statement continued. 
Some people seem to 
think that this is because of his 
religion. 
The probability is that there are puHions of 
people who are “prejudiced” against Gov­ 
ernor Smith’s religion and everything else 
about him, because they believe that his re­ 
ligion is the religion of Tammany, and they 
know what Tammany is. 
Now it appears that Senator Reed, 
of 
Missouri, is to be put forward as a substitute 
for Governor Smith in the belief that since 
he is a Protestant he will be acceptable to 
those who will have none of 
Smith. 
The 
Senator has made a speech giving his opin­ 
ions about men and-things ,and we observe 
the usual news stories and editorials which 
accompany the beginnings of a presidential 
boom. Would Senator Reed be any less In 
touch with Tammany and all it stands 
for 
than Governor Smith? 
Certainly the coun­ 
try will hardly be content to have his Protes- 
anism used as a cloak to cover the presence 
in the white house of an influence which is 
hateful. 
And now Senator Walsh, of Montana, is 
mentioned. He is a living refutation of the 
charge that Catholicism is a bar to popularity 
among Protestants in the United 
States. 
Protestants know that the Catholicism of 
Senator Walsh is simply the 
Christianity 
which all Protestants and Catholies alike re­ 
spect. No one thinks for a moment that any 
church authority here or abroad could ¿v e 
him orders in regard to public matters. His 
honesty has never been questioned. 
If he were elected president, he wouldfpé 
his own man and his country’s man, and the 
president of the entire nation, Catholic and 
Protestant, and no one would suspect a pri­ 
vate wire to Tammany Hall. He would have 
been the democratic nominee in 1924 had,bis 
nomination not been blocked by the

group which had complained

that the refusal to nominate Smith was an
